Smith, a British subject by marviafé, who states she 
lost her nassport about four months ago when her bag 
was snatched from ter in Jessfield Park. 


She gives her address 238 Yu Yuen ‘oad and states 
she has returned to Shanghai in February this year. 


According to our records she was born in Poland 
on 13th February 1900 and married Percy Arthur vm. 
Smith at this Consulate-Gene.‘al on the 25th March, 
1921, being issued Passport No.2256 by this Consulate- 
General on the 4th December, 1924. She then 
registered as a British anh 16S % on the 6th March, 
1925, but has not registered since. 


On my asking her why she had not registered 
for 15 years, she informed me that she had been away 
from China "travelling" and had returned only this 
ear. If so, the passport issued by us must have 
een replaced by another one, presumably issued else- 
eer the one issued by us Should have expired 
in 193. 


In view of the lapse of 15 years since this 
Consulate-General had any iealings with irs. Olga 
‘mith and because of my own personal misgivings about 
her bona fides, I feel we should investigate her. 
mo: ements and find out whether she is still married 
to “mith and entitled to British ag ttt hs s 
Apparently she was eaployed at one time at ock s 
Bar, Yu Yuen oad, and, I understand, was probes 
employed there last year.
